“In compliance with the oral order of 
the secretary of the mavy to express its 
opinion at the earliest pra€ticable date as 
to a policy which should govern the devel- 
opment of the navy and a building pro- 
gram, the general board reports as fol- 
lows: 

“ Policy—The navy of the United States 
should ultimately be equal to the mst 
pewerful maintained by any other nation 
ef the world. It should be gradually in- 
creased to this point by such a rate of de- 
velopment, year by year,.as may be per- 
mittéd by the facilities of the country, but 
the limit above defined should be attained 
not later than 1925. 

“In pursuance of this policy and having 
in mind the present facilities of this 

country, the board is of the opinion that 
the following addition to the naval! estab- 
lighment should be authorized this year 
and recommends the same for your con- 
sideration, This addition is bélieved by 
the board to be within and practically at 
the limit of the facilities at present exist- 
ing:

S it im breeding, thoughtlessness, or selfishness that provides the reason 
for sniffies and snuffies? It is surprising the number of people who are 
guilty of this unpleasant habit. The following letter from a corre- 
spondent of mine sounds the general attitude of people of refinement 
toward folk who drift into the unfortunate fault: 

“I wish very much you would draw attention to the bad habit of snif- 
fling, which, I think, is most disagreeable and disgusting to people with 
ears and eyes that are ordinarily sensitive. 

„It is a common habit. People who are refined in many other direc- 
tions indulge in it when they have a cold. But no cold can justify such @ 
disgusting noise as is made by sniffing and snuffling. You will see a person 
with only a slight cold make as much distressing noise with her nose as 
she posSible can, and do it complacently, too, as if she liked to draw at- 
tention and sympathy to herself in that way. 

“When I am with a snifier—forced to bear her company for any length 
of time—I find myself wondering when the next sniffie or sniff will come 
with a distressing attention.
